Says His Peace Suggestion 


Was ‘Misrepresented’

j David Lloyd George told his Welsh 
; constituents today that his advo­ 
cacy of a general world settlement 
had been ‘ viciously m isrepresent­ 
ed” and further that “you can he 
firm at a conference as well as on 
the battlefield." 
Britain’s World war prim e minis­ 
ter m aintained that he was entirely 


I consistent in declaring for "no sur­ 
r e n d e r ” to Germany yet sim ultane­ 
ously showing a willingness to at­ 
tempt a conference settlem ent of 
the European war. 
If in such a conference. Lloyd 
George said, "it became clear that 
(Adolf) Hitler had no intention of 
doing justice and that he m eant to 
cling with greedy tenacity to his 
conquests, we could quit the con­ 
ference with a clear conscience that 
we had done our best to secure an 
honorable peace.” 
He once more argued vigorously 
th at Soviet Russia was the key to 
the whole problem. 
He solemnly 
warned his hearers that Russian 
collaboration with Germany might 


well prolong the war because it has 
diminished greatly the chances of 
an effective blockade of Germany.

It was pointed out that It 
had expanded with the develop­ 
ment of a 500 acre plot of ground 
that 
extended 
for a distance of 
about one and one half miles along

The reservoir for the water sys­ 
tem. installed by Mr. Smith, had a 
capacity of 1.000,000 gallons. 
The 
water was taken from the Ohio riv- 
er through a crib. 20 by IOO feet. 
The system cost about $100,000 the 
newspaper article said. 
The town’s Industries then con­ 
sisted of a tin mill and two potter­ 
ies. The mill had been sold to the 
United 
States Tinplate Co., and 
had been moved from Irondale, O. 
On its payroll in 1902 were 1,000 
men. 
The main building was 175 
by 520 feet. Tinplate could be 
manufactured in this plant from IO 
to 25 percent cheaper than in other 
plants because of t h e modern 
equipment, It was stated. 
The Edpin M. Knowles pottery, 
a five-kiln plant, employed, about 
200 persons.

Fast ambulances without internes in at­ 
tendance kill more persons thun they save, 
in contradiction of tho general opinion that 
the hest ambulance service is the one that 
arrives on the accident scene fastest, leaves 
with the injured the quickest and travels 
through the streets at the highest rate of 
speed. Ambulances often not equipped with 
first-aid supplies, splints and other emer­ 
gency supplies. Too, few of the drivers have 
had training: in first aid ami the proper 
handling of the Injured, Often no effort is 
made to staunch the flow of blood because 
the attendant does not know how to stop It. 
Tho victim is lifted to a cot and away they 
go in a race to the hospital. If tho victim 
has enough blood ho may live or last until 
he reaches medical care. Many a simple 
tract tire has turned Into a serious compound 
break by a reckless ride to the hospital. 
Many a person with a broken back or in­ 
ternal injuries has died because of such 
treatment. Proper ambulance service Is im­ 
portant.
